DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-7, 11-15, 17, 18 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The result of a July 15, 2010 appeal conference concluded that Stark's column 3, lines 20-30 (see 
final rejection Page 4), although suggesting the cited vacuum port in the lower electrode, does 
not explicitly teach said feature. The only vacuum port explicitly taught by Stark's column 3, 
lines 20-30 is one in the upper electrode. As a result, the prior art does not teach or suggest the 
independently claimed feature of "a vacuum port in said first electrode".
